School Report. 


In presenting this, the annual report of the schools of Lempster, 
we take pleasure in saying that they have, during the last year, been 
both profitable and successful. It has been our aim to secure good 
teachers and retain them as long as possible, and we have reason to 
congratulate ourselves that our little town has a goodly number of 
such teachers, for our schools the past year here, with the exception 
of two terms, been under the supervision of our own teachers. 

The two terms referred to, were the summer term on the 
Mountain, under the charge of Miss Adams of Goshen, and the fall 
term at Lempster Street, under the charge of Miss. Buswell of 
Acworth. The Board were very fortunate in securing the latter, as 
she is a teacher of much experience and ability. The term of fifteen 
weeks showed good work. 

The board have put into all the schools maps and charts, which 
were attended with quite an expense, but they are of great help to 
the scholars, especially in geography and other branches now taught 
in our schools. 
| The world is moving forward every year and the only way to 
keep our place in the march of its progress is to use all the improve- 
ments in the methods of instruction and furnish our schools with 
those things which will interest and instruct the young. And we 
are pleased that this town, at its last annual meeting, accepted the 
provision of the law, whereby towns, with a little effort on their own 
part, have laid the foundation of a free public library, as it will be 
_ another means to instruct and improve the youth of our town.

At our last annual school meeting the District voted to raise fifty 
. dollars to repair school buildings. With this and about four dollars 
in the hands of a former committee anda small sum of the school 
money we have improved two school houses as best we could with 
the funds furnished. But right here we would remind the citizens 
of the town, that our public buildings, and none more than our 
school houses, require’ our constant care and attention. It has been 
said by many that the public spirit of a town or city can be ascer- 
tained by the condition of its public buildings. ; 

In closing our report we should consider it incomplete did we 
not refer to the flags procured by the exertions of the scholars, aided 
most efficiently by their teachers. Four of the five school divisions 
own beautiful flags, and upon every public occasion they are flung to 
the breeze. The hearty, happy cheers of the school children, as they 
salute their nation’s flag, show plainly that patriotism and love of 
country are being instilled into their lives never to be obliterated as 
long as a single thread is left of the red, white and blue.
